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HOW TO “HEEL IN” OVER WINTER. 

To insure success, select adry spot where no water will stand during 
Winter, having no grass near toinvite mice. Dig atrench deep enough to 
admit one layer of roots, and sloping enough to permit the trees to lie at an 
angle of not more than 30 degrees with the ground. Having placed one 
layer of rootsin this trench, cover them with mellow earth extending well 
upon the bodies, and see that this is firmly packed. Then add another lay- 
er of trees, over-lapping the first, continuing as atfirst until all are heeled in. 
As soon as this is done, cover tops so well with evergreen boughs that they 
will be thoroughly protected from winds. Roses and other small stock may 
be wholly covered with earth.
